Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In Abe, the circuit board 22 is formed in a 
rectangular configuration from an insulating material such as ceramic (See Col. 6, lines 35 - 36) and is integrally formed with the housing 
1 that is formed of a synthetic resin (See Col. 4, lines 45 - 47), the lever 17 is formed of a synthetic resin material and includes integrally 
formed members 18, 19 (See Col. 5, lines 50 - 54) and the circuit board 22 includes resistor patterns 23a, 23b, collector patterns 24a, 
24b and sliders 21 in contact with the patterns to establish an electrical connection between the patterns (See Col. 6, lines 42 - 48 and 
Col. 8, lines 42 - 67).
